STRATOSPHERE BAG 
BEAT OLD RECORD 
NEARLY TWO MILES 


Altitude Mark, Certified by 
Aeronautic Society 
72,395 Feet. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—A new 

international altitude record of 72,- 

395 feet was set on Nov. 11 by the 


National Geographic Society-Army 
Air Corps balloon Explorer II. 

Capt. A. W. Stevens and Capt. 
Orvil A. Anderson made the ascent 
from Rapid City, N. D. 

This mark was certified as offi- 
cial today by the National Aero- 
nautic Association. It exceeds by 
11,158 feet the old record of 61,237 
feet set by Lieutenant-Commander 
T. G. W. Settle and Maj. Chester 
Fordney, Nov. 20, 1933, at Akron, O. 
it also exceeds the unofficial world 
mark of 72,200 feet set by three 
Russian balloonists in 1934, their 
record never having been verified 
because the balloon crashed on its 
descent, killing the crew and smash- 
ing most of its instruments.

ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, Nov. 21.— 
Great Britain paraded its naval 
might today in some of the most 
impressive maneuvers ever seen in 
the Eastern Mediterranean. 

The display was an_ entertain- 
ment for Egyptian officials and 
other guests. Prince Mohammed 
Ali and Nessim Pasha, — Premier, 
and other members of the Cabinet 
watched the fleet’s exercises. 

The maneuvers |:gan with a 
dash of 18 destroyers 15 miles into 
the open sea, laying a smoke 
screen. The cruiser Ajax led a 
battle squadron of five battleships, 
six more cruisers and two aircraft 
carriers. 

In the battleship’s target prac- 
tice 20 tons of steel were hurled in 
each salvo against targets 11 miles 
distant.

DEFENSE ASSERTS

CENTERVILLE, Mo., Nov. 21.— 
The trial of Joseph L. Huett, 63- 
year-old Prosecuting Attorney of 
Reynolds County, charged with 
murder in the shooting of Ruel 
Hunter, neared its conclusion today. 
Defense counsel who opened 
their case late yesterday, § an- 
nounced they would call only a 
few witnesses, including Huett, 
who, they maintain, fired on Hun- 
ter in self-defense the night of Aug. 
10. 

Judge W. L. Welch, presiding 
Judge of the Reynolds County 
Court, testified today Hunter rode 
to town with him on the day of the 
shooting. He said that Hunter left, 
after meeting Huett, and returned 
with a shotgun. The Judge said he 
sat in his automobile and saw Huett 
shoot Hunter. 

Charles Botkin was hesitant to 
testify, contending he was intoxi- 
cated on the day of the killing. 

No attempt has been made since 
testimony began Tuesday, to deny 
that the Prosecutor shot Hunter, 
but the State has contended he was 
the aggressor, the defense that he 
fired in self-defense. 

Perhaps the strongest witness for 
the State, who took the stand rear 
the closing of the State’s case, was 


testified he heard Huett say, after 
the shooting, that, “if I didn’t kill 
him, I missed my aim.” 


Being Treated by Doctor. 


The witness said Huett made that 
remark in the office of Dr. J. R. 
Prytle, who also witnessed 
shooting, as the doctor was treat- 
ing him (Huett) for abrasions of 
the head, suffered when Hunter 
clubbed him with a shotgun after 
shots had been fired. 

Another witness, Alfred Cozine, 
waiter in the beer tavern outside

which the shooting occurred and 
occasional chauffeur for 
testified he heard Huett say three 
months before the 
“there’s one man in Centerville I 


and that’s Ruel Hunter.” 

Details of the conversation were 
ruled inadmissible by Circuit Judge 
Taylor Smith of Farmington after 
objections by Verne R. Lacy of St. 
Louis of defense counsel. The con- 
versation occurred while Cozine 
was driving Huett to Van Buren 
last May. 

For the first time since the trial 
began the jury relaxed as Lacy 
cross-examined another State’s wit- 
ness, James Bowles, lunch room 
owner, who said he saw Huett fire 
twice at Hunter while Hunter held 
a shotgun pointed to the ground. He 
added that after the shotgun was 
discharged, when Dr. Prytle 
wrenched it from Hunter’s grasp, he 
heard more shots, “I can’t tell how 
many.”

The jurors smiled and one laughed 
aloud when Lacy produced a plat of 
Centerville’s streets and called off | 
their names.

Bowles,  black-haired, _ intense, 
shirt open to the collar, sleeves 
rolled to the elbow, insisted in the 
face of the cross-examination that 
Hunter never raised his shotgun 
from the crook of his arm. Hand- 
ing the weapon to Lacy, he 
wrenched it from his grasp to il- 
lustrate, he said, the way Dr. Prytle 
intervened. 

On cross-examination he conced- 
ed that as Hunter passed him, 
shotgun in hand, headed toward a 
beer tavern, where Huett had been, 
he pleaded, “Ruel, don’t go in there; 
but received no 
answer. 

The final witness for the State 
was Mrs. Bessie Hunter, fragile 
blonde widow of Hunter, who said 
she had a son, 3. There was no 
cross-examination and the State 
rested. Wearing a black coat and 
brown dress, she answered ques- 
tions composedly, occasionally fin- 
gering black gloves, held in her 
lap.

Soliciting of Suits Alleged. 

Two clients of Hullverson, former 
employes of the Tavern Rock Sand 
Co., testified at the morning session.

SOVIET PLANES UP 8 MILES 
IN STRATOSPHERE, PILOT SAYS 


Moscow Aviator Claims Record for 
Altitude in Equipment of 
This Type. 

By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Nov. 21.—A Soviet pi- 
lot today established a new altitude 
record of more than eight miles for 
an airplane stratosphere flight, ac- 
cording to official claim made at 
the conclusion of the flight. 

Swathed in furs and using spe- 
cial oxygen equipment, Vladimir 
took a_ specially built 


Taking off from the central air- 
port at Moscow, Kokinaki flew for 
65 minutes, remaining at the maxi- 
mum altitude for 12 minutes. The 
ground temperature was 16 degrees 
above zero, Fahrenheit. Eight miles 
in the air it was 81 degrees below 
zero. 

The flight surpassed by 900-me- 
ters—about 2950 feet—the previous 
airplane altitude record established 
in Russia’s first stratosphere plane 
flight Sept. 9. 


MUSSOLINI TRANSFERS 100,000 
SOLDIERS TO ECONOMIC JOBS 


Men Released for Three Months to 
Increase Agricultural and In- 
dustrial Production. 

By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Nov. 21.—Premier Musso- 
lini today -granted three months’ 
leave to 100,000 men of his army of 
1,000,000, in a move to increase 
Italy’s agricultural and industria] 
production. 

The Government’s announcement 
said the move was without “inter- 
national significance.” 

The men to be released temporar- 
ily from military duty will be on 
call for immediate service if need- 
ed. Farmers will be the first to 
be given leaves. The second group 
will include men whose families 
need them, and the third will be 
soldiers who have good conduct 
records during at least eight 
months’ service.

GOVERNMENT ARGUES. 
AGAINST AAA TAX WRIT 


—— 


Better for Government to Get 
Money Than Processors, 
Brief Contends. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—In a 

brief filed in the Supreme Court to- 

day in answer to the suits of Louisi- 


ana rice millers for an injunction 
against collection of AAA process- 
ing taxes, the Government contend- 
ed such a writ was barred by law. 

The brief contended the millers’ 
legal remedy was to “pay first and 
litigate later.” It argued: 

“To the extent that petitioners 
may be collecting from their cus- 
tomers the amount of any process- 
ing tax due . any processing 
taxes retained and not paid by peti- 
tioners would, in fact, constitute un- 
just enrichment. 

“When the tax is paid, it is gener- 
ally passed on to the first and sub- 
sequent purchasers.” 

For that reason, the brief con- 
tended, it was “equitable” that the 
Government have the taxes rather 
than some private company or per- 
son, even if collection should later 
be held unconstitutional. 

The brief defended the provision 
in the AAA amendments that a 
processor must prove he has not 
passed on the processing tax before 
he may sue the Government for re- 
covery. It was submitted after 
John W. Davis, once Democratic 
candidate for President and a critic 
of New Deal policies, had asked the 
Court for permission to join in an- 
other case to test AAA taxes—that 
filed by the Hoosac Mills. 

Davis was joined by Nathan L. 
Miller, former Governor of New 
York, and Wiliam R. Perkins in a 
request to be allowed to participate 
in the AAA case as a friend of the 
Court. The three said they repre- 
sented the Hygrade Food Products 
Corporation, Nationa] Biscuit Co. 
and P. Lorillard Co. All have suits 
pending in the lower Federal courts 
attacking the AAA. 

A group of “corn belt” farmers 
asked the Supreme Court for per- 
mission to file a brief supporting 
the Government in the Hoosac Mills 
case. 

Vernon <A. Vrooman of Des 
Moines, Ia., who filed it, said the 
73-page brief was for the League 
of Economic Equality, “an organi- 
zation supported by farmers and 
friends in four of the corn belt 
states—Iowa, Minnesota, Nebraska 
and South Dakota.” 

The brief said the case, set for 
argument Dec. 9, involved matters 
“of vital concern to the farmers.” 


ELLSWORTH AGAIN ATTEMPTS 
TO FLY ACROSS ANTARCTIC 


Was Forced to Turn Back Yester- 
day Because of Oil Leak 
in Motor.

NEW YORK, Nov. 21.—The New 
York Times and the North Ameri- 
can Newspaper Alliance reported to- 
day that Lincoln Ellsworth had 
hopped off in his second attempt in 
24 hours to fly across the Antarctic 
continent. 

Ellsworth and his pilot, Herbert 
Hollock-Kenyon, had been forced to 
give up the first flight yesterday 
and return to the base ship, the 
Wyatt Earp, because of an oil leak 
in their motor, after three hours 
and 11 minutes in the air. 

The explorer and his pilot again 
had favorable weather for the take-

Seven native policemen were in- 
jured and 50 rioters were arrested. 
Early in the day virtually all 
shops opened, but as disturbances 
spread, merchants hurriedly low- 
ered heavy shutters in the face of 
the Nationalists, protesting against 
British influence in Egypt and the 
policies of Premier Tewfik Nes- 
sim Pasha. 

Windows were smashed in many 
shops, and one policeman was 
beaten while obstructing a crowd 
intent on wrecking a street car. In 
several instances native pplice fired 
over the heads of demonstrators to 
check a barrage of rocks. Police 
used clubs often. 

British police, who had become 
involved in one conflict with anti- 
British demonstrators last week, 
resulting in the deaths by gunfire 
of four students, remained in the 
background of this new phase of 
the manifestations. 

Two hundred students gathered 

outside the headquarters of the 
powerful Wafd party, leaders of 
the movement to end British 
“domination” over this nominally 
independent kingdom, and listened 
to a vigorous speech by a 14-year- 
old Egyptian girl. 
{The most active skirmishes oc- 
curred there, where several national 
police were struck by stones and 
other missiles thrown by students. 
It was understood Premier Nessim 
had issued orders to the police not 
to shoot the youthful demonstra- 
tors. 


NUNS CONVICTED OF BREAKING 
GERMAN CURRENCY LAWS 


Five Found Not Guilty of Treason; 
Bishop Is Being 
Tried.

BERLIN, Nov. 21.—A charge of 
“treason against the people” 
against five leading members of the 
Society of Sisters for Christian 
Charity, of Paderborn, was dropped 
in Special Court today, but three 
of the defendants were convicted 
of contravention of the currency 
laws. 

Sister Adalberta (Ida Baur) was 
given a 15-months term in prison; 
Sister Rupertilla (Elizabeth 
Starke), 12 months, and Sister Al- 
fredis (Klara Schrieber), nine 
months. Sister Anselmis (Gertrude 
Nickes), mother superior of the 
group, and Sister Godeharda 
(Agnes Koch) were acquitted. Fines 
totaling 15,000 marks (about $6000) | 
also were imposed. 

The case against Catholic Bishop 
Peter Legge of the important Di- 
ocese of Meissen, charged with vi- 
olation of the currency laws, 
reached its final stage today. In 
his address to the court the Pub- 
lic Prosecutor argued the Bishop 
was cognizant of the forbidden 
transactions.

ADDIS ABABA, Nov. 21.—Emper- 
or Haile Selassie returned unex- 
pectedly to his capital today—a 
short time before two Italian 
planes flew over territory he had 
just left—and disclosed he had 
made two flights over the front. 

An official communique says the 
two airplanes flew over the strate- 
gic cities of Harar and Diredawa 
about 9:30 a. m., just after the King 
departed from that sector for Addis 
Ababa. 

The King made a two-day inspec- 
tion tour of the Southern front 
during which, the Government an- 
nounces, two Italian tanks were 
captured and their 12 occupants 
beheaded immediately by the Ethi- 
opians. After eluding the tanks, 
the Ethiopian warriors waited 
until their occupants got out then 
‘sét upon ‘them. 

Wolde Giorgis, commanding Ethi- 
opian troops which, an announce- 
ment says, captured six Italian 
tanks and killed six Italian officers 
at Anele on Nov. 12, arrived in 
Addis Ababa and told the Associat- 
ed Press: “We do not fear tanks. 


Once we are near them they are 


lost.” 

He said the six tanks were cap- 
tured by cutting them off from the 
infantry. Then the Ethiopians 
poured gasoline over them and set 
them afire, “the heat forcing the 
occupants to surrender.” 


Movements Made Secretly. 

His movements guarded under 
closest secrecy, the Emperor landed 
here at 8:20 a. m. 

“I have kept my word by going 
to the front among my soldiers,” 
he told the Associated Press cor- 
respondent, the only foreigner at 
the airport. “I was most gratified 
at seeing for myself the loyal de- 
votion being shown by my troops 
for their Fatherland, and their 
magnificent bravery. I believe that 
with the help of God our righteous 
cause will prevail.” 

One of the two pilots accom- 
panying the Emperor said they 
flew over an encampment a few 
miles from Daggah Bur, contested 
point 100 miles southeast of Jijiga, 
where “the noise and rifle fire of 
the front lines, only a short dis- 
tance away, was heard continu- 
ously.” 

Haile Selassie visited Diredawa, 
230 miles to the East on the Addis 
Ababa-Djibouti Railway, behind the 
Southern front, where a force is 
guarding Ethiopia’s only railroad, 
He declared himself “extremely 
satisfied.” 

Wearing a white sun-helmet, ear 
muffs and a khaki tunic, the Em- 
peror stepped briskly from his 
plane and was greeted by the Em- 
press, the Crown Prince, Princess 
Tsahai, Cabinet officials and Ethi- 
opia’s only aviatrix, Mulumabet. 

Also Makes Auto Trip. 

During his two-day tour, the 


Emperor made a 100-mile round 
trip by automobile between Jijiga 


/and Harar, just south of Diredawa, 


in addition to his aerial inspection, 
He conferred with Ras Nasibu, 
Governor of Harar and commander 
of the Jijiga defenses, yesterday, 
and completed his tour earlier than 
had been generally expected. 

The final leg of his flight was 
from Diredawa, after flights both 
yesterday and Tuesday over the 
front 90 miles south of Jijiga. 
His plane brought back samples 
of Italian arms seized at Eil Goru- 
gura, midway between Jijiga and 
Daggah Bur. 

Authorities said the captured 
Italian machine gun, rifles and 
ammunition would be inspected to 
determine whether inhumane 
weapons were being used. 

Statement on Italian Planes. 

The communique telling of the 
Italian planes says: “The fact that 
the planes did not drop bombs in- 
dicates they were reconnoitering 
or pursuing the Ethiopian plane.”

He 
said he has been “no little perturb- 
ed to witness in recent years a 
great increase in the proportion of 
thoroughly miserable patients 
whose discomforts and unhappi- 
ness appear to be of emotional 
origin.” 

“In many instances,” he related, 
“such persons already have con- 
sulted a number of physicians. By 
some they have been treated as 
if they had genuine organic dis- 
ease, by others they have been dis- 
missed after scant consideration. 
In both instances the physician has 
been wrong, for there is no recog- 


is indeed « great deal the matter.” 

Dr. McLester said he thought 
such patients were born neuras- 
thenics, and that their complaints 
often are the expression of a genu- 
ine physical disturbance. He ad- 
vised physicians to take the histo- 
ries of such patients with care and 
sympathy to reach the true nature 
of the disability. Diet advice and 
small quantities of sedatives to rest 
the nerves sometimes help, he said. 
The patient should be taught to de- 
velop a “don’t care” feeling and to 
disregard his ailments, Dr. McLes- 
ter said. 

To give special courses in oper- 
-ating for students in medical school 
is futile, Dr. Dean Lewis of the 
Johns Hopkins University School of 
Medicine, told the section of med- 
ical education. It is much more im- 
portant, he thought, to enlighten 
the students by general lectures on 
surgery as to when an operation is 
necessary, discussing only the sim- 
plest operative manipulations, and 
the technic of common emergency 
operations—how to remove an ap- 
pendix, repair a hernia, perform an 
intestinal resection, to repair a ten- 
don or nerves and reduce a frac- 
ture. “All else had better be left to 
later special study in the surgical 
wards,” -he said.

questionnaires received from more 
than 6000 persons who developed 
rabies from dog bites in the State 
during recent years revealed 10 
were white to every one Negro, al- 
though the proportion of whites to 
Negroes is not quite two to one. 
The death rate from the disease for 
the past 10 years showed whites and 
Negroes stricken in proportion, 
however. 

Not only has there been a marked 
increase in the number of cases of 
malaria during recent yéars, but the 
parasite has extended into states 
hitherto comparatively free from it, 
Dr, W. Pierre Robert of Vicksburg, 
Miss., said in a paper read before 
the pediatrics section. In Vicksburg, 
malaria is present the entire year, 
and twice as many Negroes have it 
as whites, in proportion to popula- 
tion. Quinine in large doses is the 
safest drug to use in cases attack- 
ing children, he said. 

A short time before, Dr. Shaler 
Richardson of Jacksonville, Fia., 
had told the section on ophthal- 
mology that eye complications oc- 
casionally arise from the adminis- 
tration of quinine or other deriva- 
tives of cinchona, and recommended 
that their use be discontinued at 
once in any case where eye ail- 
ments begin to develop. He said 
there have ben 200 cases of ambly- 
opia ascribable to quinine recorded 
in medical literature since 1841, and 
cited nine cases he treated where 
he believed blindness or poor sight 
was due to the taking of quinine. 
In two of them, children were born 
blind after the mother took large 
quinine doses shortly before child- 
birth. 


TELLS OF FIGHT 
- ON HOOKWORM 


Hookworm incidence in Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, South Carolina 
and Tennessee from 1929 to 1935, | 
showed a decrease of 66.3 per cent 
as compared to the period from 
1910 to 1914, before it was brought 
under qontrol by the Rockefeller 
Sanitary Commission, Drs. W. S. 
Leathers and A. E. Keller of the 
Vanderbilt University School of 
Medicine reported at the section 
on public health. 

Speaking before the Southern 
branch of the American Public 
Health Association, which is one 
of the nine smaller medical groups 
meeting in conjunction with the 
Southern Medical Association, Dr. 
C. E. Waller, Assistant United 
States Surgeon-General, said the 
most important step in carrying 
out the public health part of the 
social security program is to obtain 
adequately trained personnel. He 
said careful planning will be neces- 
sary in making use of the money 
provided, and that he would rather 
see a substantial part of the money 
turned back during early years 
than wasted on unsound activities. 

He said the Federal contribution 
of about. $12,000,000 a year would 
not alone go very far toward meet- 
ing the need for adequate health 
service in the United States, and 
the most important result of the 
public health legislation should be 
the stimulation of state and local 
authorities in doing their share of 
providing adequate health service. 

Psychiatry should be looked on 
as one of the fundamentals of the 
basic training of every physician 
and should be taught, not as a spe- 
cialty, but as a major division of 
the general medical curriculum, Dr. 
Franklin G. Ebaugh, professor of 
psychiatry at the University of Col- 
orado School of Medicine, declared 
in another paper. Almost two-thirds 
of the clientele of general practice 
during the first 10 years of the doc- 
tor’s career fall within the field of 
psychiatry, he said. . 


‘JOB AND HOUSE TOO 
MUCH FOR WOMEN’

“Worry, fatigue and exhaustion 
aid in producing disease. In this 
unstable period of the depression, 
they have been more serious factors 
with female patients than ever be- 
fore. . 

“Biologically, women are not as 
yet ready for some of the serious 
burdens of gainful occupations and 
the demands of drinking, smoking 
and some of the other modern pas- 
times.” 

Remarking that it is “unbelieva- 
ble that we so often fail to apply 
the common-sense teaching that 
rest is necessary to healthy action 
and repair of the body structures,’ 
he asserted that every gynecolog- 
ical condition accompanied by in- 
fection or inflammation “should 
have the privilege of absolute phys- 
ical rest, and if possible, a tranquil 
mental state.” 

“The very prevalent idea that fe- 
male organic diseases produce neu- 
roses and insanity is a fallacy,” he 
said. He said mortality in gyne- 
cological work had been markedly 
reduced, especially in pelvic sur- 
gery, which is “much more conser- 
vative and effective than it former- 
ly was.” 

While admitting laboratory tests 
are “invaluable,” he said there was 
a tendency “to rely too much on 
them and to forget that inaccura- 
cies may occur in techniques, inter- 
pretation and application of such 
tests.” He also contended nomen- 
clature in medicine is much _ too 
complex and causes confusion and 
misunderstanding. “There should 
be a clearing house for names,’ he 
said.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Securi- 
ties Commission reports disclose 
purchase by Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
president of General Motors Corpo- 
ration of 30,000 shares of General 
Motors common stock Aug. 6. The 
tock has increased about $500,000 in 
market value since the purchase 
date. 

Sloan reported the transaction in 
accordance with the Securities Ex- 
change Act, which requires corpo- 
ration officers to notify the com- 
mission of their dealings in hold- 
ings of their corporations. 

The price Sloan paid was _ not 
stated. If the stock’ was bought at 
the market price on Aug. 6 it now 
is worth $500,000 more. 

Sloan made known that at the 
end of August he held a total of 
770,984 shares of General Motors 
common, which have a current mar- 
ket value of about $45,000,000. But 
he disclaimed “beneficial interest” 
in all but 50,406 shares. As for 
those in which he disclaimed bene- 
ficial interest, Sloan held them 
through part ownership of other 
companies which in turn held the 
General Motors common.

An Ifalian aerial reconaissance 
shows that the Ethiopian forces, 
scattered by last Monday’s bombing 
and machine gun raid in the Mai 
Mescic Valley, 10 miles south of 
Scelicot, are concentrating again in 
the same locality. 

The air observers say the Ethio- 
pian soldiers are adopting every 
natural means of shelter against 
another raid, but that their efforts 
appear untrained and without skill.

SPEAKER SAYS SCHOOLS 
FAIL IN CIVICS COURSES 


Carter W. Atkins Deplores Lack 
of Instruction on Govern- 
ment. 


not have a single course dealing di- 
rectly with government, Carter W. 
Atkins, director of the Government- 
al’ Research Institute, asserted 
last night before the Social Science 
Teachers’ Council at Washington 
University. He said the only study 


of government in the school system 
was a civics course in the eighth 
grade of elementary school. 


School officials told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that there 
was no specific course in govern- 
ment or civics except one on civics 
given in the seventh and eighth 
grades in connection with Ameri- 
can history. However, they de- 
clared, there was indirect instruc- 
tion in the city, State and national 
governments in the elementary 
schools and work on industrial ge- 
ography, interdependence of na- 
tions, current social problems, eco- 
nomics and sociology i.. the high 
schools. 

Atkins related that only one 
textbook, which he thought was in- 
adequate in character, was used in 
the grade school course and that 
he had not been able to find “a 
really good book” on civics. In the 
expansion of the curriculum from 
the original three R’s, he said, 
“some place could be found to 
teach the voters and officials of 


tomorrow some of the sound prin- 
ciples of democratic government.” 
Because of the lack of education 
in government, he added, many cit- 
izens do not care what the Govern- 
ment does or spends.

MAYOR'S ANTAGONISTS

Members of the powerful faction 
of the Democratic party opposed to 
Mayor Dickmann have adopted, it 
is learned, the strategy of working 


the Mayor’s brother, Judge Joseph 
F. Dickmann of Court of Criminal 
Correction, as a means of striking 
a political blow at the Mayor. 

While the Judge has not an- 
nounced his candidacy for re-elec- 
tion, politicians have taken it for 
granted that he would run again, 
unless he should decide to try for 
some other office. The opposition 
strategy contemplated preventing 
his nomination for any place. 

In the belief of the Mayor's an- 
tagonists, who have wanted to beat 
him for renomination in 1937, de- 
feat of his brother would be a se- 
vere blow to the Mayor's prestige 
and would have a weakening effect 
on his political organization. Judges 
of the Court of Criminal Correction 
usually have had considerable po- 
litical influence. Politicians not in- 
frequently have gone to them in 
bail bond matters. 

Attitude on Bail Bonds. 

Discussion in the opposition fac- 
tion has included references to 
Judge Dickmann’s attitude on bail 
bonds. On Oct. 11 Assistant Cir- 
cuit Attorney Herman G. Olian told 
reporters that four bondsmen 
against whom there were uncollect- 
ed forfeitures had been permitted 
by the Judge to continue signing 
bonds in his court, although he and 
other Judges had received the usual 
notice when the bonds were for- 
feited. Judge Dickmann has taken 
the position that a bond -forfeiture 
does not disqualify a bondsman, un- 
less an unsatisfied judgment on a

Robert. H. Smith, 50, the’ 
Victim When Vent Owens 
Returns to Old Home, 
Pistol in Hand. 


Robert H. Smith, who married | 
the divorced wife of his neighbor | 
last Aug. 31, was shot and killed | 
last night when her former hus-| 
band, Vent Owens, paid a visit to 
his old home at 4129 Penrose street, | 
where Smith and his wife have re- 
sided since their marriage. 

Smith, a steamfitter, 50 years old, 
was hit below the left eye by the 
first of two shots which Owens. 
fired from the front steps when 
Smith went to the door. A sec- 
ond shot went through the door! 
after it had been slammed shut, 
and embedded itself in a wall. The'| 
first shot inflicted a powder burn 
on the left arm of Mrs. Smith, who 
was standing beside her husband. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smith were in the 
living room of their home, enter- 
taining a visitor, Mrs. Pearl Hanna, 
907A North Sixteenth street, shortly 
before 8 o’clock when the doorbell 
rang, and Mrs. Smith arose to an- 
swer it. 


She went to the inclosed front 
porch and, looking through the) 
door without opening it, saw her | 
former husband. He made no reply, | 
she said, when she asked what he 
wanted. Smith came to the door, 
and opened it a few inches. He, 
too, esked what Owens wanted, 
Mrs. Smith said, but received no 
answer. 

The two shots were fired in quick 
succession. Smith, apparently, was 
killed instantly. He was pronounced 
dead on arrival at Christian Hos- 
pital. 

Owens Arrested, Signs Statement. 

Arrested an hour and a half later 
as he left a tavern at 4301 Prairie 
avenue, Owens admitted the shoot- 
ing in a signed statement to police. 
Asked if he was drunk at the 
time, he said he had been drinking, 
but “knew what I was doing.” 

“T went there to see my son and 
daughter and to give some money 
to my daughter, Valera,” Owens 
said. “The woman came to the door 
and shoved me back. Then old man 
Smith came out and jumped on me 
and told me to beat it. Old Man 
Smith and my son had threatened 
me, and told me to stay off Pen- 
rose street.” 

Owens’ son, Joseph, 17, was in 
the back of the house when his fa- 
ther called, and knew nothing of 
what occurred until he heard the 
shots. Valera, 19, was not at home. 

Owens said he had bought the re- 
volver yesterday afternoon in East 
St. Louis. He visited several tav- 
erns before taking a taxicab out to 
his old home on Penrose street. 


The revolver, fully loaded, was in 
Owens’ pocket when he was ar- 
rested. In the same pocket were 26 
extra cartridges. Owens said he 
could recall firing only one shot. 


After he left the house on Penrose 
street, he said, he reloaded the 
weapon. 
Joseph Owens’ Explanation. 
Joseph Owens told police his 
father brooded over fancied wrongs 


and kept a list of the names of 
persons he thought had treated him | 
unkindly. Joseph’s own name was 
on the list, he said. 

Owens, 52, is a dispatcher for the 
Terminal Railroad Association and 
lives at the Edison Hotel, Eight- 
eenth and Chestnut sttreets. He 
and his wife separated in October 
last year, and she obtained a di- 
vorce Aug. 12, about two weeks be- 
fore her marriage to Smith. 

Two sons and three daughters 
survive Smith. The sons, Earl and 
Robert H. Smith Jr., live a few 
doors away at 4123 Penrose street, 
where their father lived for 13 
years before his recent marriage. 
Their mother is dead.

Again it ap- 
peared there might be some evi- 
dence against the Negro, for a 
laboratory reported the specimen 
contained human blood. But the 
Negro, confronted by the analysis, 
again agreed the police were cor- 
rect.

And inquiry by po- 
lice showed he was telling the 
truth.

~NEW JERSEY BRIEF 


State Urges Supreme 
Court Not to Review. His 
Conviction for Murder of 


Lindbergh Baby. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — The 
“State of New Jersey urged the Su- 
preme Court today not to review 
the conviction of Bruno Richard 
Hauptmann for the murder of the 
Lindbergh baby. 

A 30-page brief filed by Joseph 
Lanigan, assistant State attorney- 
general, concluded with these 
words: 

“It is respectfully submitted that 
the petitioner (Hauptmann) has 
not shown himself to have been de- 
prived of any right accorded him 
by the Fourteenth Amendment, and 
further, that he has been convicted 
and is now held in custody under 
due process of law within the 
meaning of the Constitution.” 

Hauptmann recently appealed to 
the Supreme Court to save him 
from the electric chair. His law- 
yers criticised the activities of the 

_attorney-general of New Jersey, 
David T. Wilentz, and asserted the. 
trial at Flemington, N. J., resem- 
bled a “circus.” 
State’s Summary. 

Replying to these contentions, 
the State’s brief summarized its ar- 
gument as follows: 

“The summation of the attorney- 
general was based on the evidence. 

“The cross-examination of the pe- 
titioner was proper. 

“There was no variance in the 
-theory of death. : 

“The Court’s charge was in ac- 
cordance with the law and _ the 
facts. | 
- “The jury was properly sequest- 
ered. 

“No Constitutional right has been 
denied.” 

A decision by the Supreme Court 
on whether to review the convic- 
tion may come on Déc. 9. New 
Jersey had until Dec. 5 to reply to 
the Hauptmann appeal and an 
early decision ‘is made possible by 
the State’s action in filing its brief 
today. 


Review of Case. 

The New Jersey prosecutors set 
forth their contentions as follows: 
“In the night of March 1, 1932, 
Charles A. Lindbergh Jr., an in- 
fant, was kidnaped and murdered. 
"The petitioner (Hauptmann) 
was identified as the recipient of 
the money.” (Referring to $50,000 


- . Jansom). 


“The petitioner was identified as 
the writer of the ransom notes.” 

The corpse was conceded to be 
that of the Lindbergh baby. 

“Petitioner was seen in the im- 
mediate vicinity of the Lindbergh 
home on said March 1, 1932. (Date | 
of the kidnaping). He was driving | 
an automobile which contained a | 


ladder.” | 


“On Sept. 15, 1934, petitioner ten- 
dered a $10 gold note at a gasoline 
station in New York City.

nounced the body would rest in St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, where the Duke 
of Wellington and others of the 
Empire’s great are buried. 

The press, forgetting the bitter- 
ness with which some of its repre- 


sentatives criticised Jellicoe after 
the battle, united in paying tribute 
to the “great sailor whose name will 
forever be linked with Nelson’s.” 

Former Prime Minister David 
Lloyd George, whose memoirs ac- 
cused the Admiral of a “sorry exhi- 
bition of nervous impotence,” spoke 
in respect. “I never doubted that 
the view he took was prompted by 
the highest sense of duty,” said 
Lloyd George of the Admiral’s re- 
fusal to close with the German fleet 
at Jutland in 1916, preferring the 
safety of the grand fleet to the un- 
determined risk of complete vic- 
tory. 

The Times, recalling that at Jut- 
land Lord Jellicoe had the whole al- 
lied fortunes in his hands, said: 

“British public opinion had edu- 
cated itself to expect and demand 
another Trafalgar, and with noth- 
ing else could it be truly content. 

“It is well to recall with what 
tenacity in that unprecedented 
clash of sea power on that day of 
smoke and obscurity, the cool, un- 
dramatic commander remembered 
his supreme responsibility.” 

The immediate cause of the Earl’s 
death was an illness contracted dur- 
ing the recent Armistice day cele- 
bration at the cenotaph here, His 
iliness was not announced until 
Nov. 17, when a bulletin said the 
Earl] had contracted a chill and 
would be forced to cancel his en- 
gagements for three weeks. His 
family, including Lady Jellicoe, was 
at his side when he died at his home 
in Kensington.

N.Y. CENTRAL RAILROAB 
T0 PAY ON RFC DEBI 


Carrier to Meet $15,600,000 
of $27,000,000 in Notes 
Due Dec. 1. 


; By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21—Appar- 
|ently smoothing away differences 
| between the New York Central 
Railroad and the Reconstruction 
‘Finance Corporation, Chairman 
Jesse H.- Jones yesterday announced 
an agreement under which the 
carrier will pay $15,600,000 of RFC 
notes due Dec. 1. 

It was contained in correspond- 
ence with Harold S. Vanderbilt, 
chairman of the New York Central 
Finance Committee and made pub- 
lic at a press conference called by 
Jones. 

Under the arrangement, the RFC 
will extend an additional $11,899,000 
‘of New York Central obligations 


maturing in 1936 and 1937 until July 
1, 1941.. The extended notes will 
bear 4 per cent interest unless a 
higher rate should be paid banks on 
other existing loans. In this case the 
corporation would receive the same 
higher rate. 

Jones, who entered a heated ar- 
gument with Vanderbilt in Septem- 
ber over the question of whether the 
road should issue bonds to liquidate 
its current debts, said the company 
“could finance out on a long-time 
basis.” 

Vanderbilt and the road’s creditor 
banks had opposed Jones’ proposal 
for a $90,000,000 bond issue to-liqui- 
date current debts. 

In addition to its obligations to 
the corporation, the carrier has 
outstanding demand loans with 
banks aggregating approximately 
$60,000,000. " 

In his letter to Jones agreeing 
to payment of the notes Dec, 1, 
Vanderbilt said the railroad could 
retire the $15,600,000 of notes “with- 
out recourse to any borrowing.” 

Jones said he was informed the 
company’s cash position had im- 
proved to the extent that it expect- 
ed to be able to cut down its pres- 
ent debt at the rate of $12,000,000 te 
$15,000,000 a year. 

He added that the agreement was 
satisfactory to the railroad’s bank- 
ers. He said they had agreed te 


carry its loans on the present de- 
mand basis until some definite fi- 
nancing plan could be provided.

HE farm problem, so far as the Fed-

In 1924 the American farmer exported 
oe 255,000,000 bushels of wheat, valued at 

| _ more than $400,000,000. During the year 
; 1932, the mid-continent states produced 
if 512,000,000 bushels of wheat, yet our total 
_ exports of wheat from July, 1932, to June, 
_ 1933, were only 33,000,000 bushels, valued 

at about $29,500,000. In fact, Argentina 
~ and the Danubian countries have literally 
driven us out of Europe so far as grain 
exports are concerned. These countries 
have used their rivers as a means of pro- 
viding cheap transportation, whilst we 
have bet on the wrong transportation 
horse. 

Visualize the State of Iowa, for exam- 
ple, which, in the year 1932, produced 
within its 56,147 square miles the enor- 
mous total of 784,000,000 bushels of grain; 
the abundance of its yield has not been 
equaled anywhere else on the face of the 
earth. Yet, despite such a bounteous pro- 
duction, many of Iowa's farmers were on 
the brink of ruin. The incongruity of the 
situation does not stop there; five out of 
the six trunk lines traversing the State 
from east to west are now in bankruptcy.

territory and all of my traveling in 
that State is done by automobile, I was 
quite interested in.the letter written by 
Earl W. Hayter which appeared in your 
column several days ago. ; 

It is my opinion that U. 8S. Route 40 
from Kansas City to Topeka is no worse 
than U. S. Route 40 in Illinois from 
East St. Louis to Collinsville was previous 
to the reconstruction which commenced 
some time ago. However, traveling men 
who cover Kansas regularly know that 
there is a better route from Kansas City 
to Topeka, this being Kansas Route 10, 
and I would suggest that the next time 
Mr. Hayter is making a trip to Topeka 
he use this route, 

I will admit that in the State of Kansas 
there is quite a mileage of oil-covered 
or “rubber” roads, as they are termed 
in that territory, and that the curves on 
quite a number of these roads are not 
banked. However, this type of road is 
being gradually replaced with new type 
concrete highways. 

I believe statistics will show that there 
are fewer accidents in Kansas than in 
either Illinois or Missouri, and this might 
be attributed to some extent to the type 
of highway which has been generally 
used in the past, as these highways were 
not built for speed. 

As far as I know, Kansas has no sales 
tax which visitors from other states are 
compelled to pay, which is the condition 
in Illinois and Missouri.

MR. HOOVER SPEAKS OUT OF TURN. 


Mr. Hoover is out with a blast against the new 
trade agreement between the United States and 
Canada. Mr. Hoover is the man who signed the 
Hawley-Smoot tariff bill of 1930 and who in the 
presidential campaign of 1932 preached the high- 
tariff doctrine with-increasing fervor. 

Will his attack on the trade agreement advantage 
Mr. Hoover in his effort to rally and unite the Re- 
publican party? Let us see. 

It has become more and more evident that the 
Hawley-Smoot Act, which drew the fire of many lead- 
ing industrialists, such as Henry Ford, to say nothing 
of the considered protest of more than 1000 econ- 
omists, was as mad a piece of folly as has ever 
been perpetrated by Congress in the sacred names of 
“protection” and “preserving the American standard 
of living.” 

How tawdry are those ancient shibboleths! The 
American standard of living, under the impact of 
unemployment, went down steadily after 1930. The 
“protection” accorded by the Hawley-Smoot mon- 
strosity played a large part in the strangulation of 
world trade and in driving American companies to 
establish factories abroad. 

How fantastic, in the light of events, becomes that 
immortal speech by Senator Jim Watson, a high 
priest of protection, prophesying that within a year 
the Hawley-Smoot tariff would cure all the economic 
ills of the nation! 

It is impossible to be restrained in speaking of Mr. 
Hoover’s continued championship of the Hawley- 
Smoot Act. For that is what his denunciation of the 
tariff agreement we have just concluded with Canada 
amounts to. The agreement puts us back, in respect 
to a long list of commodities, on a pfe-Hawley-Smoot 
basis. Of course it is not perfect; no tariff arrange- 
ment can be. But when Mr. Hoover condemns it as 
another instance of “hasty economic planning,” he in- 
vites comparison with the “economic planning” that 
went into the writing of the Hawley-Smoot bill. That 
planning consisted in the most unconscionable log- 
rolling ever practiced in the halls of Congress. Even 
some of the most ardent champions of protection held 
their noses as they voted for the result. 

When Mr. Hoover signed the Hawley-Smoot bill, 
he said that the flexible tariff provisions would per- 
mit its inequities to be scientifically examined and 
cured. We are aware of no cures of any moment 
under Mr. Hoover. The Reciprocal Tariff Act of the 
present administration offers a way to work im- 
provements, and the agreement with Canada repre- 
sents a useful concrete application of tha. act. 

When Mr. Hoover says he presumes the agreement 
is “more of the more abundant life—for Canadians,” 
he indulges in a sneer that would be more excusable 
in a candidate on the stump than it is in an elder 
statesman avowedly interested only in the clarifica- 
tion of issues.

His zeal for justice has 
often been displayed, as, for instance, in taking over 
the questioning of a witness whose own blundering 
lawyer failed to handle it properly. A lively wit en- 
livens proceedings before him, and his opinions are 
masterfully clear and concise. 

The guiding rule of Judge Faris’ tenure was dras- 
tic independence. He demonstrated the wisdom of 
those who specified that Federal Judges should sit 
for life, thus freeing them from the many considera- 
tions which distract elected Judges. Further to 
assure his freedom of thought and action on the 
bench, Judge Faris safeguarded himself from pos- 
sible importunities of friends and acquaintances by 
becoming a veritable recluse. Rarely has he been 
seen at dinners and he even forswore the playing 
of golf to heighten the barrier that should hedge a 
man in his position. 

However, we are merely saying au revoir to the 
Judge and there is only to add best wishes for a 
speedy recovery.

HE impending formation of an _ inde. 
T pendent region in Northern China under | 
Japanese protection is the first attempt 
made by Japan to obtain control of any part 
of China proper, although it is the third 
that has been made to control territory 
formerly under Chinese domination. Both 
these earlier attempts have been successful. 
The Japanese have now been in possession 
of Korea for a term of years. They have 
made it a province of Japan without any 
attempt to form a local government. In 
Manchoukuo, they have established a local 
government which is apparently inal! re- 
spects according to Japanese wishes. Some- 
thing of the same sort doubtless is con- 
templated for North China. 

Korea was never anything more than a 
vassal state of China, having its own King 
and Government. Its absorption by Japan 
was not felt vitally by the Chinese. Man- 
churia (Manchoukuo) was the home of the 
Manchu nation before it conquered China. 
When the Manchu dynasty was dethroned, 
the obvious course would have been to 
expel its members to their former Kingdom, 
instead of which the Chinese retained con- 
trol of Manchuria as if it had always been 
a part of China proper. 

As a matter of fact, there were and are 
very few Manchus left in Manchuria, most 
of the population having followed their 
Emperor south to China when he took con- 
trol. The Japanese evidently regarded Man- 
churia as a place where their surplus popu- 
lation might expand. This hope has not 
been justified by the event. 

The Japanese will not colonize Manchuria 
because it is too far north. Those who 
went there would ltuave to change too many 
of their customs and modes of life. But 
the Chinese have been moving north into 
the territory by millions, and it is now oc- 
cupied almost entirely by a purely Chinese 
population. 


Post-Dispatcn: 


North China is already well filled. It is 
regarded by most persons as over-populated, 
although the Chinese will not admit: this. 
Many intelligent Chinese have said to me, 
“China is not over-populated, although the 
population may be badly distributed.” This 
movement into Manchuria may be regarded 
as the first step toward a redistribution, but 
there is hardly any room for Japanese col- 
onization in any part of China. 

The appearance of the Chinese country- 
side is deceptive. To an American riding 
through it on the train, it appears very 
much like the prairie country of Illinois 
or Kansas—everywhere cultivated fields but 
few indications of inhabitants. The reason 
for this is evident when the train passes a 
populous walled city in which most of the 
dwellers are farmers, They have huddled 
for protection, but go out daily to work on 
their farms, which may be many miles dis- 
tant. If these farms are to be occupied by 
Japanese, a corresponding number of Chi- 
nese will have to starve or be killed off. 
I think, however, that few would anticipate 
any such action. 

One interesting question raised by the 
forthcoming action in North China is the 
status of the various embassies and other 
diplomatic bodies gathered in Peiping in 
what is known there as the Legation Quar- 
ter. This is practically a small fortified 
town in the center of the city, and a very

large sum has been expended there on build 
ings and equipment. This exp’ains the un- 
wiilingness of the legations to move to the 
new Capital at Nanking. Since the removal 
of the seat of government, the situation has 
been very much as if all foreign embassies 
and legations in this country were in New 
York while the capital remained at Wash- 
ington. 

The refusal of foreitn nations to recog- 
nize the new Government in Manchoukuo 
would appear to apply equally to the new 
government in North China. In such case, 
the foreign embassies to China could hardly 
remain in North Chinese territory. If the 
foreign nations conclude to recognize North 
China ‘(in which case they could hardly con- 
tinue to refuse to recognize Manchoukuo), 
the present Ambassadors could be accredited 
to North China, and then new ones would 
have to be sent to China proper, or the 
present embassies could be removed to 
Nanking and new ones appointed for North 
China. In either of these cases, new build- 
ings and equipment would have to be 
erected and furnished at Nanking. 


When I asked an American missionary 
from Korea, who had lived in that country 
for many years, what he thought of the Jop- 
anese regime there, he answered promptly, 
“I think it has been a very good thing for 
Korea,” and then after a brief pruce he 
added, “and a very bad thing for the Kore- 
ans.” The first part of this conclusion 
would apply equally to North Cina, but the 
second part is affected by the fact that the 
Chinese are not Koreans by any mons. 

The Chinese have many times adjusted 
themselves to foreign invasions, retaining 
all their Chinese manners and customs and 
gradually forcing the foreign element to 
adopt them also. The Mongolians, followers of 
Genghis Khan and the Manchus, who a*- 
companied their monarch from the reg-on 
of the north, have become Chinese, and their 
own influence on the country has been van- 
ishingly small. We may anticipate that the 
Japanese will suffer a similar fate, a thov7h 
it would be wrong, of course, to assuiie that 
there is any great similarity betwen them 
and either the Tartars or the Meanchus. 

l once heard Paul Claudel, then French 
Ambassador to the United States, say that 
the Japanese would never succeed in con- 
trolling the whole of China because they 
were too stupid. He supported this asser- 
tion by citing a large number of incidents 
where the Japanese had obviously not acted 
with wisdom in their dealing with diplomatic 
questions. This judgment is probably true 
in many instances, but at the present time, 
the Japanese seem to have acted with great 
astuteness, at least in one or two respects. 

In the first place, they realize that it will 
not do to annex parts of China as they an- 
nexed Korea; their control must be indirect, 
although equally effective. In the second 
place, they have uniformly chosen for thei 
master-strokes times when the other coun- 
tries of the world had troubles of their own 
and were not in a position to interfere. The 
fact that* their proposed action in North 
China comes at the same time as Mussolini's 
invasion of Ethiopia is no accident. And 
they will probably wait for their next step 
until some further war cloud looms ove! 
Europe or perhaps America.

SUPREME COURT BARS 
PUPILS: DEPOSITS CASE 


Refuses to Review Claim of 
St. Louis Children Involving 
$96,000 in Closed Banks. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21.— 
The State Supreme Court today re- 


fused to review a decision of the 
St. Louis Court of Appeals, by 
which deposits of public school pu- 
pils in banks which have Gélosed, 
had been held to be common claims 
and not preferred. 

Claims of 2300 public school pu- 
pils for about $96,000, deposited in 
the closed Savings Trust Co. and 
the Natural Bridge Trust Co., were 
involved. The application for a re- 
view was filed iast Oct. 2. 

The Supreme Court decision was 
in a test suit brought i. the name 
of Douglas Alroy Phillips, a school 
depositor and son of Alroy §S. Phil- 
lips, lawyer, on a claim of $12 
against the Savings Trust Co. of St. 
Louis. He was one of 10,530 pupils 
who deposited $81,596 in the bank 
before it was closed Jan. 12, 1933. 

It was contended in the suit that 
D. A. Phillips’ deposit should be 
repaid in full as a preferred claim 
because he was a minor. Also it 
was argued that school children’s 
deposits should be treated as trust 
funds because minors lacked legal 
capacity to enter binding contracts. 

In ruling that the claims were 
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common, the Appellate Court deci- 
sion cited a stipulation in the Cir- 
cuit Court case that the Savings 
Trust Co. was not expected to pay 
more than 60 per cent on common 
claims. The Court of Appeals also 
declared it was a settled law that 
a minor was not absolutely inca- 
pable of making a contract in the 
sense that a contract by him 
would be void, and the ordinary re- 
lation of debtor and creditor pre- 
vailed., 


PRISONERS MADE ILL RECOVER

ASTRONOMICAL CENSUS SHOWS 
MANY STARS OF SIZE OF SUN 


Mathematical Chances That Life 
Exist in Other Parts of 
Universe 
By the Associated Press. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Nov. 
21.—An astronomical star census, 
by a new method reported to the 
National Academy of Sciences yes- 
terday, increases the theoretical 
mathematical chances of life like 
that on earth existing elsewhere in 
the universe. 

The report does not discuss the 
possibilities of life, but shows a 
larger number of stars the size of 
our sun than previously identifed. 
Its new star census fits directly 
into the statistics by which astron- 
omers have been calculating the 
chances that there might be other 
suns with planet families and evo- 
lution just like ours. 

Such an “accident” was once 
considered remote. Lately the al- 
most incredible multiplication in 
the estimated numbers of stars has 
caused astronomers to consider the 
“accident” of exact similarity more 
possible. The census shows the 
existence of an increased number 
of specific places where there might 
be duplication. 

The star count was made on 
“dwarf” and “giant” stars by P. 
Van de Kamp and A. N. Vyssotsky 
of the Leander McCormick Ob- 
servatory, University of Virginia. 

Broadly speaking, there are two 
kinds of stars, dwarfs and giants. 
Our sun is a dwarf. Most of the 
stars visible to the naked eye are 
giants.

Salt and pepper.

Blend the catsup and seasonings 
well together. Soak the gelatin in 
one-half cup of cold water and dis- 
solve over hot water. Cool slightly, 
then add to cocktail sauce mixture. 
Let set until cool and when start- 
ing to congeal fold in the well 
drained oysters and celery. Pour 
irito a cold rinsed ring mold and 
place in refrigerator to set. Unmold 
and fill center with either crab 
meat or cooked lobster which has 
been marinated in French dressing. 
Surround with hearts of lettuce and 
garnish with the claws and lemon 
curls.

The 
marquisette is placed between the 
two and the crepe cut out, giving 
a transparent effect. Three tucks 
are grouped at the center of the 
skirt, their fullness arranged in 
unpressed pleats. Sleeves are fitted 
at the hands and finished with rows 
of covered buttons. The belt ties 
at the front, the ends enhanced 
with long chenille tassels.

from a study of St. Louis school 
children that “Children who pos- 
sess more than ordinary power of 
mental labor as measured by their 
progress in their studies, are heav- 
ier, taller and larger in girth of 
chest than their less gifted compan- 
ions of the same age.” 


Francis Galton, in his book, “He- 
reditary Genius,” pointed out that 
men of genius tend to be well de- 
veloped physically. “A collection of 
living magnates in various branches 
of intellectual achievement is 
always a feast to my eyes; being, 
as they are, such massive, vigorous, 
capable looking animals.” 

An interesting study is that of 
Gowin on a number of American 
executives. He found, for instance, 
that bishops were 1.8 inches taller 
and 17 pounds heavier than preach- 
ers in small towns. 


The study of school children is 
based on the anatomical fact that 
the normal healthy adult chest is 
flat.. The chest of tuberculosis, con- 
trary to common belief, is deep. 

These determinations of the tho- 
racic index are made by measuring 


the depth of the chest and the/p 


width. At birth the chest is almost 
round, but by the age of five 87 per 
cent of the flattening out process 
has already taken place. Children 
from better environmental districts 
are not only taller and heavier, but 
have a flatter type of chest. 

Conclusions after studying nearly 
15,000 Minneapolis school children 
are: 

1. The flat-chested children are 
taller and heavier than the deep- 
chested children. 

2. There appears to be a definite 
correlation between the shape of the 
chest and intelligence in children. 

3. The flat-chésted children have 
on the average, better school grades. 

4. Therefore, it is evident that the 
flat-chested children are, on the av- 
erage, taller, heavier, and display a 
higher degree of intelligence.
